| ficiency is attributable principally te the reduction of taxatibn made at 
the lasi session of the Legislature; but in part to the change in the mode . 
of assessment. The design of the General Assembly in adopting the 
present system of assessing and collecting the revenue was doubtless in- 
tended as a saving to the revenue and the people; but I truly regret to 
say that in its operation it has failed in both: Fhe sums that will been. 
tirely lost to the revenue, by unavoidable omissions, will more than equal 
the reduction in the compensation formerly allowed to the officeis: ‘The 
“economy is equally bad as respects the people, who are required to pay für 
eollecting the revenue both in time and money; and bears particularly hard 
upon the poorer class of tbe community. A citizen who pays only a poll tax 
is required to attend one day to give in his assessment, and another to pay the 
fax, to save to the Treasury about two cents, Averaging therevenue at four 
‘dollars per poll, the taxable inhabitants of the State are taxed two days 
service to save about twenty-two cents each. It was with great difficulty 
that suitable persons, in many of the counties, could be procured to ate 
cept appointments in this department the present yéar; and apprehensions 
are entertained that unless there isan micrease of compensation the ensqu. 
ing year, the revenue will go uncellected. | With these remarks, I would 
most respectfully recommend to your consideration a revival of the for- 
mer system, with à reduction of one per centfor assessing, and the same 
for collecting. i l 
' The contingent expenses of the Executive Department, from the 15th 
day of November last, up to the présent time, amounts to 1638 dollars 
89 cents, This expenditure shows a deficit in the contingent fund of 138 
dollars 29 cents, to meet which an appropriation is most respectfully re- 
quested. The amount of this fund was established many years ago, and 
at this time is inadequate to the annual demands against it, which ‘have in- 
greased with the progress of the State, — 
In pursuance of an act of the last session of the General Assembly en- 
filed “An act supplemental to an act to establish a Planter’s Bank iu the 
State of Mississippi,” Samuel Gustin, Angus McNeil, and R. E. Throck- 
morton, Esquires, were appointed Commissioners to negociate a loan for 
the State, of five hundred thousand dollars; to effect ‘this object, after ad- 
dressing circulars to the principal capitalists in the United States without 
success, it was deemed advisable to execute bonds of one thousand dol- 
lars each, bearing an interest of six per cent. per annum, and offer them in 
market. The Commissioners were indefatigable ia their exertions to ob- 
fain the highest price, and finally disposed of the bonds fòr one eighth per 

eent. premium. The most prominent, amongst the many difficulties they 

had to contend with, were the circtimstances of the State being young, no; 
known in the stock-market, without any established credit, and the promul- 
‘gation of the opinion, that the Legislature had violated the faith of the 
| State .in chartering the Plantes Bank, which opinion was indusiricusly 
-girculated by persons disposed to defeat the object of:the State in obtaining 
the loan. ‘Thus situated, much creditis due to our Commissionérs for 
| their saccess: "As no allowance is miade by-law:to remunerate- them for 
| their time and expenses, the propriety of making a suitable appropriation ig

It is with pleasure I inform the General Assembly that the Planter’s 
Bank is pow in operation, and prospering beyond our ‘most sanguine ex; 
peciations: the Boaxd of Directors are progressing rapidly in establishin 
it’s credit on a firm and settled basis, and in a short time will organize the 
branches. Some amendments to the charter, however, are found necessa- 
ry toinsure completesuccess, At my request the Directors have prepar- 
ed such suggestions as they deem important, which are herewith trans- 
mitted. 

The gentlemen of whom the loan has been obiained, are solicitous to 
have the bonds exchanged for certificates of stock of Mississippi, similar té 
those issued by the States of New York and Ohio; and have prepareda 
Bill embracing their views, which is transmitted fer your consideration:. 
If they will be enabled to obtain more for the certificates than they could 
for the bonds, the exchange will be advantageous to the State, (in the 
event of an application for a further loan,) by enhancing ber credit 1n the 
mouvy market. In addition to the loan of five hindred thousand dollais, 
the sum of ten thousand nine hundred and eighty seven dollars, on account 
-ør the Literary Fund, and nine thousand three hundred and twenty six 
dollars, on account of the three per cent. fund, have been vested in stock 
of the Planter's Bank. The General Assembly convening so shortly afier 
the commencement of the operations of this Bank, it was thought advisa- 
ble to postpone the investment of the surplus money inthe Treasury. I 
here ask leave to express my opinion, that it would not be expedient to in- 
Ooreuse the stock of the State in this Bank, by a further loan, until such 
time as it’s credit is fully established, and that.of the State better known 
and duly appreciated. -- j

From the several observations taken it would appear 
that the line as run by the commissioner of the United States, on the part 
ef Tennessee, as the southern boundary of that State, in the year 1819, 
is so nearly correct, that it would be useless to prosecute the subject fur- 
ther. l : ; ^ 

In pursuance of aresplution passed at the last session of the Ge: 

eral Assembly, William L.S. Dearing, Esq. was appointed, to survey 
and mark out a road from Rankin, in Yazoo county, to the town of Ment 
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phis. He has performed that service, and his report will be submifted to 
your honorable body so soon as prepared. - 

In a previous message to the General Assembly, I recommended the es- 
tablishment of a Penitentiary: six years experience in the Executive De- 
partment, has fully satisfied me that such an institution is necessary to 
suppress crime within our State; and I cannot in justice to my feelings, te 
tire from office, without again, respectfully, callmg your attention te this 
subject. For the want of a well regulated Penitentiary, by which to gra- 
duate the punishment of crime according to the magnitude of the offence, | 
the catalogue of those crimes, punishzble with death, by our criminal 
laws, is necessarily so extensive, that it may justly be styled the bloody 
code. The consequence is, that but few offenders are brought to justice, 
when, in the opinion of society, the punishment is too severe for the crime; 
juries will rarely convict; if they do, the community solicits a pardon, 
which if granted the offender goes unpunished; and if withheld the ex- 
ample loses its effect. We have the experience of almost every State 
in the Union; as to the great utility of this benevolent system. The State 
of Mississippi has resources amply sufficient, and I feel satisfied the pub- 
iic mind is prepared for it; if so, let us ne longer persist in our course, 
whilst our sister States are striking capital punishments from their laws; 
‘but at once commence the work. 

The convening of the representatives of a free pecple is looked to 
with uniyersal interest. In the patriotism and intelligence of such a body, 
we have a sure guarantee, of not only a faithful, but able discharge of 
their duties. _Hoping that harmony may prevail, and a congeniality gf feel- 
ing mark your deliberations, I tender you my cordial co-operation ín ali 
measures calculated to promote the general welfare.

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The amount of disbursements deducted from the total amount of se. 
ceipts, shews the balance in the treasury to be on the 10th inst. forty two 
thousand four hundred and forty dollars and forty seven cents, 

The amount of disbursements on account of the literary and three 
cent. funds, were vested by His Excellency in ‘the purchase of stock in 
the Planters Bank of the State of Mississippi, and should not be rated 
among the expenditures of the State. The amount so vested, dedueted 
from the total amount of disbursements, leaves $48,362 73 cenis 
in settling with the collectors of 'ast year, I credited their accounts with 
$5,570 C4 cis, without warrant upon the Treasury, for the promiscuous 
vouchers preseaial by them, Add the amount to the $48,362 72 cts! 
and it will shew the actual expenditures of the State to be $53,932 77

Statement A exhibits the balances due to and from the State. State. 
ment B exhibits the total number and valuations of the several subjects 
of taxation, with the amount of tax due on them in each county, and the 
toial amount of revenue due the State, from the assessments of the pre- 
sent vear, 

In pursuance of the 28th section of “an act to establish a Planters 
Bank in the State of Mississippi, 1 visited that institution to ascertain 
the progress made in carrying into effect the objects contemplated by its 
charter, and beg leave to refer your honorable body to statement C. for an 
exhibition of its operations, from the commencement up to the 8th inst, 

The location of the Planters Bank in the same city, with the mother 
Bank of the State of Mississippijand the Branch Bank of the United 
States, subjects it to a specie demand for every dollar of paper it issues 
and will probably limit its loans for a short time to the amount of specie 
capital because money may be borrowed of the Planters Bank to psy 
debts due to the other Banks, and so soon as the paper of the Planter 
Bank is paid into either of them, a demand of specie can be made, Th 
safety, and ultimate utility of the Planters Bank, demand, ther 
fore, that accommodations foi large sums, and for long periods, should no! 
de granted to individuals, until it creates and organizes its branches, ant 
establishes a credit both at home and abroad, sufficiently permanent, t 
justify the liberal policy anticipated by itsfiends. I feel confident, tej 
talents and zeal enlisted in the direction of the Planters Bank, promise io 
the State from that institution a productive source of revenue, and to bem 
citizens additional facilities in the arrangement of their mercantile ani 
other pecuniary transactions. Pp 

In the further discharge of the duty enjoined upon me by law, Isubmi ip 
with much dif&dence and respect the following suggestions to the conside $ 
gation of the General Assembly. ; :

‘respecting the appointment and duties of Sheriffs;” It is the opinion aif 
the Attuiney General and your Auditor, that the section referred to dosg 
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not apply to the imprisonment of slaves, and such was the opiniou of the 
committee of accounts at the last Legislature, These claims are frequently, 
presented to the Legislature for payment after they havebeen rejected by 
the Auditor, and are a subject of frequent legislation, would’ therefore 
respectfully suggest to the General Assembly, to pass a law providing for 
the payment of all costs incident to the trials of slaves out of the county 
| Treasury, of the respective county in which the slave shall be trie. 

Such a law, 1 consider, would be beneficial to the revenue o? the State,

end state governments have been hore by ihe citizens of the oldest set- 
led’ counties; and how much they still continue to bear, As the slave 
tax operates equadily in every section of the State, and as the capital 
vested in slaves is considered most productive; I would tespectfully sug- 
gest am additional tax of twelve and one half cents on eacu slave now 
taxed. This addition, I think, will be sufficient to enable the Treasury 
io meet the increased expenditures of the ensuing year, and I believe it 
the true policy of the state to levy no more revenue than sufficient to meet 
her expenditures until iter fiscal resources are developed.

Accounts and Treasurer of the State” are made conservators of the build- 
ngs and timber belonging to the Stafe; and are required to preserve the 
ae from improper waste, That in the construction of this statute, your 
Treasurér has taken into consideration many of the circumstances noces- 
sarily connected with the nature of the subject, as well as the peculiat 
phraseology of the Jaw thus set apart for his guide. . 

In the first place: In the organization of a new and rising village, an? 
More especially one designed as the scat of Government for the State, 
where all the facilities to its fut ure growth and jinporiance, shouid reinein 
tnobstructed, it has been difiicalt todetermine at what ‘point it was con- 
lemplated by law, that. the use of the public timber, Ly its inhabitànts 
sould cease—-It could not otherwise than occur to your "Preasuror, that 
masmuch, as, not only the immediate location: ofthe town, but also the 
idjacent, ‘surrounding country affords an exuberance;.aud redundsacy of 
ümber almost anparelleled in any other section of eóonny, 2 meut portion 
x which must: necessarily be Cluared, and takeoff us raciash, befuie any 
ting like 2 compact and well-built town can be effected, a resonable as 
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prudent use of such timber as might be applied to building.and other of. 
jects calculated to advance the growth and prosperity of the town, should 
not only beadmitted by -your Auditor and Treasurer as your agenis, but 
would also be fully sanctioned by the mere competent wisdom and liber. 
ality of your honorable body, Your Treasurer is not aware that any thin 
beyond such reasonable use of the publie timber, in the town of Jackson, 
has been made by its citizens—and especially when he takes inte view the 
almost inexhaustible supply of that article yet remaining upon the two sec. 
tions of land belonging to the State. Had any thing like a wanton or use. 
less destruction of the ‘public timber, or a disposition to appropriate it to

But, upon the whole, your Treasurer, (with due deference to your more 
enlightened opinion,) would beg leave to observe, that in rearing up a new, 
infantile, and may be not add, almost abandoned village, he thinks it 
would beneither politic or wise to throw any more obstacles in its way 
than might be found absolutely essential to the safety and well-being of the 
community. Such were his past, and such are his present convictions;

1 took no legal steps 
against them, because I was satisfied they were not responsible for the 
eus's uf thesuit; and by such persons 1 believe most of the trespasses have 
been committed. : 

_ kis known to your honorable body that the duties of the Auditor ir 
crease annually, with the growth of the State; and every new county ere- 
ated, adds to the number cf assessors and collectors, clerks, sheriffs, grant 
evies and other snb-officers of the court, with all of whom the Auditor has 
to transact more or less business, and some quite intricate and of much 
importance. When the additional duty of being conservator of publie tim- 
ber and buildings was required of the Auditor and Treasurer, there were 
Lut eighteen countiesin theState. Since then, the number has increased 
to twenty-six. ‘This increese of counties has so augmented the duties of 
the Auditor as to-requize almost the whole of his time and attention to the 
important duties that appertain exclusively to his efice, and renders 14 im- 
possible for him to use the vigilance necessary to detect the midnight {res-. 
DiSser, OF tuose wuo mark lus ebsence or confinement as an auspicious 
^t fo cmipit trespasses on the ablic lands of the State. Lf, then, 
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§ibe the opinion of the General, Assembly,’ that to prevent all improper

Before the Legislature’ adjourn, F beg'leave, most respectfully to sub- 
mita fact or two in explanation of the account submitted to them this mor- 
ning, for the job printing. In the Spring past, after I had discharged the 
last claim, ($500) for the materials purchased from Mr, Grissam, to expe- 
dite the public work, beside others that 1 had purchased for the same pur- 
pose, previously, i found my funds exhausted. Under these circumstances, 
Ewas constrained to go in debt for the articles of subsistence—to purchase 
a shelter for myself and family—and, at an expense of nearly $500, to erect 
E office purely forthe accommodation of the publie. and conformably to 
the law, according to my view of the subject, by which F was.to be guided. 
These buildings and property I consideras altogether belonging to the 
public, or State. Therefore, calculating this property at what I am bound 
to pay for it, ($800,) wonld have left a balance in my favor for the job printe > 
ing, of $400—out of which I should have had to pay $300 for Journey- 
men’s wages, up to the end of the session, leaving a balance of $100 to 
pay for paper, ink, wear and use of materials, and many other incidental 
expenses, to which I would not draw the attention of the Honorable As- 
sembly, -When | submitted my account, I hoped and expected this view 
ofthe matter would have been taken. As an evidence that I consider the 
tenements which E occupy, aud the office which I have erected, as belong- 
ingto the State, and for which I contemplated to pay out of the proceeds 
of the job work, I will merely further assure the Legislature, that had 
either of my competitors succeeded me in the public patronage, I should, 
most unequivocally, have yielded to them the premises as public property. 

I have deemed this explanation, hastily drawn, as dueto my own feelings.

Permit me here, gentlemen, to detain you one moment, on a subject of 
“great and vital importance to the community, of which we are the repre- ` 
sentatives, ‘The ‘people have declared, in their majesty, that the organic 
laws of the State need revision; and we, in compliance with their will, 
‘have fixed onjthe second Monday of September next, for the assembling of 
the Convention. - : l 
That the constitution which that body may submit to us will give to this 
co-ordinate branch of the General Assembly an improvéd organization— 
that its power of supervision and amendment will be beneficially improv- 
` ed—that their labours may contribute to: the advancement of the publie- 
weal; and the perpetudtion of our free institutions—that the House of Re- 
pregentatives which may be constituted, may emulate thi$ body in manly 
dignity, in parliamentary decorum ‘and ordet, in unyielding firmness in 
support of the rights of the citizen; and; above all, in guarding with : 
sleepless vigilancé its own constitutional powers.—These, gentlemen,
